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Town Purchases Bowles Site 


Kidder Stacy First Tenant 


By Thomas White 

In a move with far reaching implications for 
Agawam, the Town Council Monday night agreed to 
purchase the 320 acre Bowles Airport site in order to 
strike a deal with Kidder Stacv Co., enabling it to re¬ 
main in town and expand its business. 

The move, which will affect the industrial develop¬ 
ment of the airport property, the potential development 
of 400 acres across the street from the site, the possible 
design of Rt. 57 extension, the nature of the airport 
itself and the very character of the town, was made with 
lightning-like swiftness. 

Caba Stunned 

■ After a stunned acting Town Manager, Edward 
Caba, learned that Kidder Stacy was on the verge of 
leaving Agawdrn less than two weeks ago, the town 
quickly assembled an economic package to keep one of 
its largest employers and tax payers in Agawam. 

The town will purchase the Bowles Airport property, 
currently owned by the Springfield Newspapers, for 1.2 
million and sell approximately 70-80 acres to Kidder 
Stacy. 

Kidder Stacy, a manufacturer of printing presses and 
other machinery, will begin construction in the Spring 
of an 80,0(K) sq. ft. plant. The plant will again be ex¬ 
panded as the company transfers its operations from its 
current Main Street site to the airport property. Kidder 
Stacy officials say plans call for a 500,000 sq. ft. plant 
upon completion of all expansion. According to 
Gallano, tax revenues received from Kidder Stacy al its 


70 acre location will pay for the entire 320 acre purchase 
within 20 years. 

Town Fulled A Coup 

The town’s move was nothing short of a coup in the 
region. Kidder Stacy was courted by at least two other 
Western Mass towns, Springfield and the state of Con¬ 
necticut. 

In a magnanimous gesture underscoring Kidder 
Stacy’s importance in the area, Vincent DiMonaco, 
President of the Springfield City Council, addressed the 
town council and praised it for “going the distance’’. 
Springfield had hoped to lure Kidder Stacy, he said, 
“but lacked industrial land suitable to the firm.’’ 

Dimonaco stressed the importance of regional 
cooperation, telling the Council, telling the council, 
“Kidder Stacy pays excellent wages and the area can’t 
afford to lose them.” The economic spin-off to the 
region is “vital to Springfield’s downtown revitaliza¬ 
tion,” said DiMonaco. 

Echoing DiMonaco’s praise, Vincent Caroleo, 
Regional Commissioner of the Department of Com¬ 
merce, praised the town for “taking its place in area 
economic development.” Caroleo commended town of¬ 
ficials “who stood up and were counted on this issue.” 

Council Votes 13-0 

When the bonding finally came to a vote, the decision in 
favor was unanimous, 13-0 with councilors Richard 
Theroux and Francis Colli absent. Council President Paul

School Committee 
Gets Proposed 
Budget - Nixes 
Max. Ed.

At the initial presentation of the 1980-81 School 
Department budget. School Business Director James 
Coon disclosed items totalling 9.8% over last year’s 
budget. This amounts to S680.000. 

Of this figure, 'alary increases totalling $411.000 and 
an expected transportation increase of 5100,000 account 
in large part for the greater expenditures. 

The School Committee decided to meet weekly 
through this period of budget review in their attempt to 
pare it down as much as is educationally sound. 

. Coon responded to a direct question on the possibility 
of attaining the state-mandated 4% increase by saying, 
“It is unrealistic to believe we can pare this down to 
meet the 4% cap. We cannot take advantage this year of 
many items we availed ourselves of last year in the first 
yeasr of the cap.” ' 

Max Ed Program Ousted 

After hearing statements from high school Assistant 
Principal John Morrissey, and Mrs. Mary Charest, 
director of the Max Ed program, the School Committee 
voted unanimously not to continue the program after 
June of this year. 

-A motion made by Mrs. Rosemary Sandlin requires 
all students to remain on school grounds during regular 
school hours throughout the school year 1980-81 unless 
involved in authorized school activities. 

This motion passed and effectively removes the Max 
Ed program from those authorized by the school. The 
program will not end until after June of this year 
because construction at the high school leaves no 
available space in which to put a large number of seniors 
for study halls. 

Mrs. Charest cited the fact that students no longer 
have enough free periods at one time in which to pursue 
the volunteer activities the program was originally 
designed for. She also acknowledged that close to 90% 
of those on the program qualify not by doing volunteer 
work, but by holding after school jobs. This alternative 
was originally offered only if students could not par¬ 
ticipate somehow' as volunteers. 

She continued to explain that grades are down, with 
151 students off Max Ed following second marking 
period. She also noted that many students were not even 
signed up for the program because of lack of free 
periods or lack of parental permission. 

In a letter submitted to Committee members. Prin¬ 
cipal David Theodorowicz stated his position against 
renewing the program. He also cited the lack of 
students’ free time in which to take part in volunteer ac¬ 
tivities, the lack of academic motivation on the part of 
the students, and the lack of supervisory personnel to 
conduct the program efficiently as reasons to discon¬ 
tinue Max Ed. 

All concerned, though, did recommend the program 
not be stopped until after this year, \ssistant Principal 
Morrissey flatly stated doing away with Max Ed now' 
would “have a disastrous effect on study halls.” 

The committee also decided to seek possible alter¬ 
natives to Max Ed for upcoming senior classes.

Fieldstad orchestrated support for the land purchase and 
was clearly pleased with the result, fieldstad is chairman 
of the Airport Commission which has been studying possi¬ 
ble development of the site for over five months. 

In debate, Fieldstad acknowledged that development of 
the airport property had come to a head sooner than ex¬ 
pected. “The airport commission was thinking six months 
down the road, and this is more sudden than we an¬ 
ticipated.” Fieldstad told the council that the acquisition 
of property “is a sound investment” which deserved ap¬ 
proval. Questions remained, he said, but 4 we’ll be address¬ 
ing them soon.” 

The council agreed with Fieldstad.but not without rais 
ing some questions. Councilor Donald Rheault grilled 
Caba, Gallano, Fieldstad and Caroleo on various aspects 
of the proposal for over twenty minutes before giving sup¬ 
port. Rheault expressed concern over the apparent haste 
with which the proposal was drawn up. 

“Believe me, I want to do everything possible to keep Kid¬ 
der Stacy in Agawam,” said Rheault, “but I also want to 
make sure we deal with things in a business like way. 

Rheault questioned Gallano’s “change in attitude” 
toward bonding. In the past, Rheault noted, Gallano had 
been more wary of bonding. He asked the town treasurer 
what interest rate the bond would carry. 

Difficult To Predict 

Gallano responded that the bonding market had been 
“difficult to predict” in the past but that there were in¬ 
dications it would level off “at around its present rate of 
7 percent.” 

Rheault also voiced conern over the “sudden urgen¬ 
cy” of the bonding issue and whether it was wise to con¬ 
sider such an important matter with such short notice. 

Fieldstad responded that “there is no question that if 
we defeat this tonight, we will lose. Kidder Stacy in 
Agawam.” 

Councilors Paul Paleologoupolis and Donald 
Ladizunski asked whether the town would be incurring 
extra costs beyond the actual purchase of the land. They 
were told by Gallano and Caba that water and sewer line 
were already under construction as a result of another 
project to provide public improvements on Shoemaker 



Lane. The town has agreed to do some boring work, at a 
cost of about $2,000. 

Councilor Frederick Nardi finalized the debate by 
saying* “If we want to make money and invest in the 
future of the town, then supporting this proposal is ap¬ 
propriate. You have to spend money to make money. ”

Questions remained about the proposed municipal air¬ 
port at the site, which, according to Kidder Stacy of¬ 
ficials, was promised to them by town officials. Coun¬ 
cilors and town officials concurred that the develop¬ 
ment of the industrial park would come first, the air¬ 
park at a later date. 

There was concern voiced that more was involved 
than the purchase of land, and that the town would at 
some point incur costs for additional municipal services 
at the site.

Smoking Policy Gets Green Light

Consumers often encounter difficulty when attemp¬ 
ting to exchange recently purchased items in return for 
their money. Many feel cheated by store refund policies 
such as “merchandise credit only’’ or “all sales final. 

If you’ve ever felt victimized by such refund policies, 
it’s possible you could have avoided the entire situation. 

Before purchasing an item, be sure to find out what 
the store’s refund policy is. Regulations promulgated 
under Massachusetts (General Laws Chapter 93A require 
all sellers to clearly and conspicuously disclose their re¬ 
fund policy to a consumer before a business transaction 
has been completed. These regulations also prohiit a 
seller from misrepresenting the terms of the refund 
policy, and from failing to perform any promises made 
to a buyer in connection with the refund policy. 

The majority of retail stores comply with the above 
refund disclosure requirements by posting a sign in the 
store, usually near the cash register. Simply stating a re¬ 
fund policy on a sales receipt does not fulfill these re¬ 
quirements, because a consumer does not receive the 
receipt until after the business transaction has been 
completed. 

If you do not see a refund policy posted in the store, 
request it in writing. Any seller who refuses to disclose a 
refund policy to you prior to the completion of a 
business transaction should be reported to the Con¬ 
sumer Protection Division of the Attorney General’s 
Office, (617) 727-8400. Similarly, any seller who fails to 
comply with the terms of a disclosed refund policy 
should be reported to the Consumer Protection Divi¬ 
sion. 

If a seller has clearly posted the refund, return, or 
cancellation policy, you should be prepared to comply 
with the terms stated in that policy. However, there is 
one important exception, which protects you when mer¬ 
chandise is defective. 

fii Massachusetts, there is really no such thing as “All 
Sales Final,” if the goods are defective. Every product 
sold by a merchant in this state is covered by an implied 
warranty of merchantability. This means that the pro¬ 
duct must do what it is intended to do. Therefore, if you 
pruchase faulty merchandise, the seller must either 
replace it, repair it, or refund your money, regardless of 
' what the stated refund policy-is. The only real effect on 
an “All Sales Final” policy is to prevent the customer 
from returning the goods for no good reason.

Offers Tips 
On Burning 

Responsibilities And Requirements When Open Burning 
Who may open burn? 

1. Those who have a permit from their local fire depart¬ 
ment or fire warden, or 

2. those affiliated with an official fire fighting agency 
who are engaged in training activities, or combating or 
backfiring an existing fire, or 

3. those who arc open burning primarily for cooking 
purposes. 

What may he burned? 

1. Materials such as blueberry patches for pruning pur¬ 
poses, dead raspberry stalks, fruit tree prunings, in¬ 
jected beehiv es for disease control, normally associated 

with pursuit of agriculture, 

2. brush and trees resulting from agricultural land clear¬ 
ing, 

3. fungus-infected elmwood if no other acceptable 
means of disposal is available, (disease free brush is not 
an acceptable starting aid) 

4. brush, cane, driftwood and forestry debris during the 
following time period only. (This does not apply to 
commercial or to industrial land clearing for non- 
agricultural purposes. 

January 15 May I, 1980 

All Districts and under the following conditions 
statewide: 

-burning must be at least 75 ft. from all dwelling units, 
-burning must be carried out between 10am and 4pm 
and, 

-burning must take place on land proximate to the 
source of material being burned. 

How open burning should be conducted: 
f. with someone in attendance, and with 

2. a nearby water supply, such as a pressurized water 
pump can or hose, 

3. the fire being out before the attendant leaves and 

4. with shovels, rakes and etc. for purposes of control, 

5. with suitable starting procedures or materials such as: 

a) a pressurized burner with diesel fuel, 

b) using small amounts of kcroscene or number 2 fuel 
(no gasoline), 

c) cutting brush in advance and/or covering to enchancc 
drying, and 

d) removing grass from the area’s before placing 
material in the area of proposed burning, 

6. with recommended methods of extinguishing the fire 
such as burning down to coals, spreading with a shovel, 
rake, extinguishing with snow or water, or covering 
with sand or soil. 

7. All open burnings must be conducted: 

a) during periods of good atmospheric ventilation and 

b) without causing a nuisance. 

The following is prohibited: 

1. burning of brush, trees, can and driftwood from com¬ 
mercial and/or institutional land clearing operations, 

2. burning of grass, hay, leaves, and stumps, 

3. burning of tires, 

4. burning during adverse meteorological conditions, 

5. burning at landfills or refuse disposal facilities other 
than approved incinerators, 

6. stacking, placing or storing combustible material such 
that the Department may presume that it will be burned.

To Be Shown 
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“Action Speaks 
Louder Than Words

The somber spectre. To many political observers 
here, that’s the way incumbent' Councilor Frederick 
Nardi and youngish challenger Joseph Rolland have 
waged their election campaign for the Precinct One 
Council seat. 

When Rolland captured the community’s imagination 
last November 6th by deadlocking Nardi, a powerful 
political figure, and by coming within six votes of 
knocking off ballot-topper Francis Colli, the scheduled 
February 19th special election loomed as a high pitched 
race, complete with the usual sloganeering, rhetoric and 
grandstanding. 

Run Silent, Run Deep 

At press time, that hasn’t happened. The candidates 
have elected to run silent, run deep in terms of media 
hype. If there has been dirty business between the two, 
as some reports claim, it has remained closed to the 
press. 

In fact, it was only last week that Rolland fired the 
first stinging volley at the incumbent; again scoring Nar¬ 
di, as he did before the general election, for the closing 
of the Ottawa Street Fire Station. 

Both agreed that because this election, fought bet¬ 
ween two candidates, instead of a large field, was. so 
unique to Agawam, the image that is projected to the 
voters becomes crucial. 

The candidates said the low profiled nature of the 
campaign was to keep the chance of mud slinging at a 
minimum, and, at the same time, maintain a personaliz¬ 
ed approach to reaching precinct residents. 

Rolland’s rise to fame used that formula in stunning 
Nardi in November; door knocking, phone calls, talking 
to voters-at-each and every store front or coffee bar. 
Again, Rolland has but a handful of people working for 
him. He feels his personality and frankness are his vote 
getters, along with..his youth. At 22, he is 37 years 
younger than Nardi. 

Tightly Knit 

Over in the Nardi camp, a tightly sown group of 
workers has vigorously canvassed the precinct in past 
weeks. Nardi supporters claim that Rolland’s 575 votes 
on November 6 were mainly due to Nardi’s benign 
posture prior to the regular election. Meanwhile, they 
claim, “Rolland worked his butt off.” The four term 
councilor promised to do the same for round two. Ac¬ 
cording to several residents, Nardi, “is again on the 
precinct campaign trail ’ as in yeaFs past. 

Nardi today told the Advertiser/News: “I really did sit 
back and watch the world go by last fall. And that’s not 
the way to succeed in politics. You had better believe 
that I am working hard to win this election.” 

Anoth.-r feature of the Nardi camp is the low budget. 
Nardi is widely recognized as one of the wealthiest 
businessmen in Agawam and he could easily raise a hef¬ 
ty amount for his campaign coffers, if he so desired. At 
press time, a multi-media blitz has not occured. 

As Nardi put it: “I’ve been hearing a-lot about the 
Nardi money and how I would bury Rolland with it. 
“We’ve been running a personalized race and we don’t 
anticipate spending a lot.” 

Clear Cut Choice 

In the Nardi-Rolland race, Precinct One voters have a 
clear cut choice; the two are far apart politically and 
disagree on most issues at town hall. 

To illustrate: Nardi supports the manager form of 
government; Rolland supports the mayoral charter 
(although he maintains he would have no problem 
working within the present system if elected.) Nardi sup¬ 
ports the police chief being an appointed position; 
Rolland supports civil service for the chief. Nardi back¬ 
ed the stewardship of former manager Caputo; Rolland 
maintained that Caputo’s resume scandal merited in¬ 
vestigation and possible removal of the manager. N^rdi 
recently voted against a Council investigation into the 
alleged dissemination of Councilor Elaine Bonavita’s 
arrest records by the police department; Rolland says he 
advocates a Council investigation of the allegations. 

Rolland promises, if elected, to attempt to get the 
town administration to justify the closing of the Ottawa 
Street Fire Station by former Town Manager Peter 
Caputo. A February 7 fire on Walnut Street, where 
West Springfield firemen were summoned, Rolland 
points out, “is just a prime example of why precinct 
•residents were so upset when Nardi sat back and let the 
station be closed.” Added Rolland, “Mr. Nardi proved 
he is not responsive to the precinct by not attempting to 
fight the closing of the station.” 

Nardi justifies the station’s shut down, a move that 
remains a sensitive precinct issue, by stating that the 
recommendation originated from Fire Chief Harry 
Schneider. He remarked that the Firemen’s Union had 
brought a greivance against town hall “for the unsafe 
conditions existing at the station,” in further justifying 
his position. 


Pointed To Posnik Ruling 

“Besides,” the incumbent continued, “the town at¬ 
torney (former town counsel Jay Posnik) gave the 
Council a ruling stating the manager could not be over¬ 
ridden in this instance, short of firing the manager.” 

As Tuesday’s ballot approaches, it is becoming evi¬ 
dent that each candidate is hoping to stress basic themes 
to the electorate: Nardi says he offers his record, ex¬ 
perience, maturity and that he is sensitive to the area 
where he has lived all his life. 

Rolland, who has been labeled the “giant killer” and 
“the Davey who slew Goliath” because of his 
November 6th performance, is relying on youth, his 
position on town issues and the pledge that he will be 
more repsonsive to residents in the precinct. 

Approximately 1030 of the precinct’s 1900 registered 
voters turned out in November. The candidates are ex¬ 
pecting a heavier response in a day that pits the old 
guard against the new.

Agawam Takes 
Resolve At 
Bowles Tract

In a time when gloom and divisiveness has hindered 
Agawam, the community can take heart with the town 
council’s unanimous vote Monday to purchase the 320 
acre Bowles Airport tract for an industrial air park. 

The council’s decision to purchase the acreage-from 
, the Springfield Newspapers for $1.2 million is an invest¬ 
ment for the future of not only Agawam, but for the en¬ 
tire area. 

In recent years, Agawam had badly lagged in in¬ 
dustrial development. Vinny Caroleo, Deputy Commis¬ 
sioner of the Massachusetts Department of Commerce, 
agrees. He told the Council Monday: “For ten years 
now, Agawam has not taken its place at the table of 
economic development. Voting for the purchase of the 
Bowles will give the town a seat at that table.” 

Caroleo and the Department of Commerce played a 
key role in the purchase. Caroleo and his staff set the 
stage for the placement of the industrial park’s first te¬ 
nant, Kidder Stacy, in a February 4th economic report. 

Kidder Stacy, experiencing growning pains and telling 
the world it needed to expand, looked toward Enfield, 
Connecticut to facilitate the planned expansion and re¬ 
location. 

In the detailed report, Caroleo’s figures showed Ar¬ 
thur Chevalier, vice-president and general manager of 
Kidder Stacy, that it was far more lucrative to remain in 
Massachusetts, regardless of Connecticut’s promise'to 
fund Kidder-Stacy’s astronomical moving costs'. 

From this point, Kidder made the decision; Westfield 
was the site...Agawam would lose a long standing - and 
prospersous indudstrial firm. Faced with that reality, 
Acting Town Manager Edward Caba, Department of 
Public Works' Superintendent Jack Stone, Town 
Treasurer David Gallano, Town Engineer Michael 
Suprenaut and Town Planner Ted Kozack pulled off a 
minor miracle; they convinced Chevalier to stay and re¬ 
locate at the Bowles site, saying that the Town Council 
would bond for the land at a special session. Chevalier 
agreed. 

Another group who deserves endless commendation is 
the Airport Acquisition Committee. Chaired by Council 
President Paul Fieldstad, the commission did much of the 
preliminary planning for the planned purchase of Bowles 
Airport. Because of Kidder Stacy’s situation, their time 
table moved three months. Yet the commission’s work is 
not done. 

The cultivation of the industrial park with Kidder 
Stacy and other firms now willing to take residence at 
Bowles, must also compliment the establishment of a 
fully operational municipal airport. The town made that 
promise to Kidder Stacy. An airport will benefit 
Chevalier’s company and others as well, thus the airport 
is vital. 

Developing the Bowles site constitutes a chore; proper 
and concise planning, cooperation amongst town of¬ 
ficials and the Commerce Department, is a must. Also, 
the search for state and federal funds to aid the develop¬ 
ment is necessary. Because of the importance of this 
project, hiring a professional developer, experienced in 
developing industrial-airparks, is advisable. 

. Also, cooperation with the industry wishing to build 
on the tract is a wise posture to take. If an Agawam firm 
is re-locating, what about their vacated structures? Fin¬ 
ding occupants for these buildings will ensilre that the 
move to Bowles is giving the firm and the community 
the maximum return. 

The community has taken a bold step. With carefully 
designed and implemented plans, the fallout of the 
industrial-airpark gives Agawam hope for a stable 
economic future. ' /

Caba learned that Kidder Stacy was entering into the 
final stages of negotiations with Westfield and West 
Springfield. Inside sources told Gallano that the deal 
was all but wrapped up„ 

Nevertheless, Caba convened a quick meeting bet¬ 
ween town officials, Vincent Caroleo of the Department 
of Commerce, and Arthur Chevalier, vice-president and 
general manager of Kidder Stacy. 

As Gallano tells the story, Chevalier told the group in 
a no-nonsense way: “I’ll give you exactly 15 minutes.” 
Chevaliers’ impatience was understandable. His com¬ 
pany was unable to expand at its present site, had made 
clear it* intention to expand or move, and yet Agawam

Balboni Justifies Smoking Policy

In reply to Mr. Sardella’s editorial of February 7th, in 
the Agawam Advertiser/News, “Smoking Policy Un¬ 
fortunate”: 

Smoking by students has been a major problem that 
the Agawam School Committee has been concerned 
with for many years. The present, “No Smoking” 
policy has had little or no effect in prohibiting smoking 
during my 15 years of service on the School Committee. 

Since the Surgeon General’s report on smoking, there 
is not an individual who is not aware of the health 
hazards involved because of smoking. Despite repeated 
bulletins from the Surgeon General, smoking has in¬ 
creased nationwide, especially with young people. 

Every principal of Agawam High, and there have 
been four during my time of office - each one of these 
capable administrators, were unable to fully enforce the 
“No Smoking” policy. 

I have opposed smoking on school premises for many 
years, and still do, but the tentative policy, as amended 
by myself, to include parental permission, if carefully 
examined, will reduce student smoking, (1) by making it 


controlled and restricted to a designated outside area 
under supervision, (2) require parental permission, (3) 
students being made aware that penalties will be impos¬ 
ed for smoking elsewhere, (4) also control of what is be¬ 
ing smoked. 

I do not believe that a majority of parents will readily 
give their consent when faced by their son or daughter, 
requesting them to sign a permission slip to allow he or 
she to smoke. At that point the parent has become 
aware of their repsonsibiliTies, and the child’s problem. 

The tentative policy is a recommendation, made after 
many months of study by a sub-committee of the School 
Committee, a high school faculty committee, and the 
superintendent’s office. It is a sincere attempt to curtail 
a serious problem, and not a reward to students for 
years of violation. Nor is it a policy of appeasement. 

Members of the Agawam School Committee are not 
naive, after all their years of service, to believe the pro¬ 
posed polilcy will eliminate smoking. However, I do 
believe the Committee, by its adoption, realizes it can 
institute measures to effectively control smoking by our 
high school students.

Keeping An Eye On 
Court Costs 

In 1979, with the passage of Court Reorganization, 
the state assumed responsibility for the cost of the 
courts previously carried by the individual counties. It 
looked good on paper, but some very real financial pro¬ 
blems are surfacing that merit our attention. 

In most cases, the court buildings are leased by the 
state from the County. Last year, the budget request for 
rental and all maintenance was $13 million. The Gover¬ 
nor cut it to $5 million and included the cost of phones. 

In the budget recommendations for Fiscal 1981 
(which begins July 1, 1980), the courts requested $27.5 
million for rental. This figure was based on a rental cost 
of $10 per square foot which includes janitorial service, 
maintenance, utilities, normal upkeep and debt service. 

However, the King administration has slashed the 
court rental funding recommendation from the re¬ 
quested $27.5 million to only $5 million, although he 
has eliminated the cost of the phones from his recom¬ 
mendation. 

In effect, the Governor is saying that the state will 
rent the court space with everything included for a 
grand total of $1.84 per squareToot! You and I know 
that barely pays for the floor wax. 

Governor King is saying he will pay $1.84/sq. ft. for 
property that you and I would have to pay more than 
$10/sq. ft. for on the open market. 

With today’s commercial and residential rental prices 
soaring, this would appear to be a real bargain. 
However, the difference of $8.16 per square foot has to 
be paid by someone. 

Thg state is not carrying it’s full load as it promised 
when Court Reorganization was adopted. The Gover¬ 
nor is promising property tax relief, but this coup! 
recommendation won’t do it--in fact, it could well in¬ 
crease property taxes. Unless the Courts are given fair 
funding for renting property, property taxpayers will 
have to pay. 

I am studying this and other property tax related mat¬ 
ters closely and will continue to keep you informed. 

This problem, as well as “level funded” School Aid 
not contained in the budget message for fiscal 1981, will 
require our constant attention in order to provide some 
semblance of fairness in the State distribution of funds 
back to the cities and towns.

Trouble With 
Roberts Rules 

A most notable occurancc at recent Town Council 
meetings is the haggling over the Roberts Rules of 
Parliamentary Procedure among councilors. 

Councilors have repeatedly challenged the rulings of 
Council President Paul Fieldstad. The result: 
parliamentary by-play has mired the spirit of Roberts 
Rules at the sessions. 

For example, at the councils Monday, February 6th 
meeting, at-large councilor Robert Dcforge requested 
reconsideration of $25,000 that passed, 7-6, earlier in 
the meeting. The money, earmarked for the police 
salaries account, was one of six transfers on the agenda 
needed to impliment the recently signed partolmen’s 
contract. 

Deforge asked for reconsideration after the next five 
transfers were nixed by substantial margins. 

Debate over when a councilor can or cannot ask for 
reconsideration broke out between council vice presi¬ 
dent William Herd and former council president 
Richard Theroux. 

According to Herd, a councilor can request a recon¬ 
sideration of motion at any time during the meeting, 
providing he was on the prevailing side when the vote 
was originally taken. Dcforge was. 

Theroux retorted that reconsideration of a motion 
must occur immediately, prompting Herd to exclaim: 
“We did the same thing in January over the Cecchi land 
taking, and therefore, we have set precedent.” 

Fieldstad said that his understanding of Roberts 
Rules was that reconsideration could lake place only im¬ 
mediately after a vote. Complicating matters, councilor 
Donald Rheault told his colleagues that the 7-6 vote 
passing the $25,000 u'as void. The rules of city govern¬ 
ment, Rheault said, dearly state that a majority of the 
fifteen member council, or eight votes, is necessary for 
approval of transfers from the General Reserve account 
into other municipal accounts. 

Rhcault’s arguement, which is accurate, according to 
the rules governing city government, (town hall 
operates under city government guidelines) resurfaced a 
long standing feud over Agawam’s status as a town or a 
city. 

Asked for an interpretation, town counsel Lambert 
Ollari said: “We arc not a town, and we arc not a city, 
but in between.” 

Rheault remarked that when the 7-6 vote was ques¬ 
tioned for its validity earlier, Ollari replied that it is 
valid, thus implying that Agawam operates as a town 
government. “No, we are a city and we’ve had enough 
adverse publicity about it,” Rheault said angerily. 

Back at the ranch. Herd challenged Fieldstad’s ruling 
that Deforge’s attempt to reconsider the $25,000 was 
out of order. Councilors voted 10-4 in favor of Herd’s 
motion. 

The motion Was finally made to defeat the transfer. 
The Council accepted, 12-2. Councilors Nardi and 
Theroux held firm in their support of all six transfers. 

Sound confusing?....sure does. 


If a' man and woman live together for a certain 
number of years, do they automatically become hus¬ 
band and wife? 

The only way a couple living together in the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts can become husband and 
wife is to go through a marriage ceremony conducted by 
someone authorized by the state to perform marriages. 
Massachusetts does not recognize common law mar¬ 
riages resulting by simply living together as husband and 
wife. The only situation where Massachusetts would 
recognize a common law marriage would be where a 
couple had lived in another country or state and 
established a valid common law marriage there and 
subsequently moved into Massachusetts. A marriage 
valid in one state or country is recognized by other states 
and countries. 

Since common law marriage cannot be created in 
Massachusetts by merely living together, a man and 
woman who cohabit do not attain the legal status of 
husband and wife. This could be extremely important 
where one of the parties is attempting to enforce rights 
existing under the law to a married person but not 
available to a person lacking the legal status of husband 
or wife. 

What benefits or rights are lost if a man and woman 
live together without being married? 

Many legal rights are not available unless a person has 
a particular legal status. The status of husband or wife 
or surviving spouse can be obtained only as a result of a 
valid marriage and not simply by living together. Some 
examples of rights lost as a result of not attaining the 
status of husband or.wife arc as follows: 

a. ) Rights and benefits under the Social Security 
system as wife or surviving spouse; 

b. ) Benefits under the Workmens Compensation law 
if a spouse is injured, disabled or killed on the job; 

c. ) Rights as a legal heir and the right not to be 
disinherited from your spouse’s will, and 

d. ) The right to support in the event of family 
breakup. 

These are a few examples of rights and benefits that 
arc dependent upon a person’s legal status as husband 
or wife. Living together without the benefit of a mar¬ 
riage creates no legal status and, hence, no legal rights. 
Most people who decide to live together without a mar¬ 
riage arc not concerned with these rights or benefits un¬ 
til the unexpected arises and then, unfortunately, it is 
too late.

Last Tuesday evening, the Agawam School Commit¬ 
tee approved for its second reading a policy which 
would move back the admission of children into 
kindergarten to age 5 by October 1st of the year in 
which the child begins school. The policy now requires 
that a child be 5 by December 31st. 

Admission of a child into first grade will be allowed if 
he is six by October 1st. 

Citing a high percentage (1Q%) of children in grade 
one being kept back to repeat that grade. Superinten¬ 
dent of Schools Louis Hebert expressed concern with 
the number of young children who are branded 
“failures” so early in their school careers. 

“The idea of a 6-year-old being seen as a failure is 
detrimental to the child and certainly will lead him to 
view school as a negative experience,” said Hebert, 
“ft’s not the child’s fault that he can’t cope. It comes 
down to his simply not being ready to start school.” 

While the retention percentage for overall grade one 
is 10% when one considers those children born between 
October 1st and December 31st, the percentage marked¬ 
ly jumps to 31%. 

Hebert explained that the administration recognizes 
that chronological age itself is not a true guide, to a 
child’s readiness. He agreed that some children are 
ready young and some older ones are not ready even 
then. , 

Ms. Mary Laraveevwho is in charge of kindergarten 
screening for our school system, spoke in favor of mov¬ 
ing bad the admission date. She explained the situation 
of 15 present kindergarteners who fall into the late bir¬ 
thday category and whose parents were advised not to 
admit them to school yet chose to do so. 

Three of these 15 have been recommended to leave 
school immediately; oiie has been referred to the 766 
special education program; and six have been recom¬ 
mended to repeat kindergarten. 

Ms. Laravee noted that ten of the fifteen younger 
kindergartners are now already “so-called failures” and 
that. the. lowered self esteem these children experience is 
difficult to.overcome. In the screening process done 
each spring, (he administration hopes to weed out these 
children who arc not yet ready to begin school and to^ 
have them held out for another year. 

Both Hebert and Assistant Superintendent James 
Bruno both concurred in the fact that special considera¬ 
tion will be given, for this first year only, to those 
children who fall under birth dates after October 1st 
who have attended nursery school this year in prepara¬ 
tion for starting kindergarten in the fall. 

These children will be given a more stringent screen¬ 
ing to ascertain their readiness.

For years the only organized lobby for the leuitima 
gun owner in the U.S. has been the NRA. This ; ' •■■ear 

its membership has gained one million new members. 
This should tell the anti-gun fanatic in Washing^,: hat 
the feeling of the average citizen is concerning 
the right to own arms and their Constitutional riaht to- 
do so. 

The anti-hunting groups have caused a ;mi!ar 
organization to materialize this past year that will have 
the same clout as NRA if the membership continues to 
grow. In fact, the two organizations could compliment 
each other and be a formidable force on the Washington i 
scene. The Wildlife Conservation Fund of America was 
born from the fight to outlaw trapping in Ohio. The 
onslaught of the ‘‘anti” groups such as the Fund for 
Animals, International Fund for Animal Welfare, 
Humane society of the United States and their local 
counterparts caused the Ohio Sportsmen to lose their 
‘‘it can’t happen here” attitude. The Wildlife 
Legislative Fund (Ohio), headed by Jim Glass, assumed 
the leadership role in organizing the strongest grass¬ 
roots political group the state had ever witnessed. They 
defeated issue Two. At the beginning of the petition 
drive to put this issue on the ballot a poll showed the 
issue would carry by a seven to three margin. 

Because of laws governing actions of non-profit 
organizations in regards to lobbying and political activi¬ 
ty the separate Wildlife Conservation Fund of America 
was found in conjunction with WLFA. The WCFA is 
responsible for education, legal defense, and research of 
specific state activities outlined earlier. All contribu¬ 
tions to the WCFA are tax deductible. 

The WFLA is launching a grassroot membership fund 
to provide a base to protect the sportsmen throughout 
the country. Their goal is 2,000,000 membership. The 
cost of an individual membership is $15.00. Send your 
membership to: The Wildlife Legislative Fund of j 
America, 50 West Broad STreet, Columbus, Ohio 
43215.

Through the Center for Human Development (CHD), 
the Chiaramida family of 40 Carmen Avenue, Feeding 
Hills, have opened their home and their hearts to 
eighteen-year old Sandy.' She is their foster daughter. 

The Chiaramida-s- became interested in having a 
foster child last April. They contacted CHD’s Home 
Finder program in Springfield. “It’s not like they just 
drop a kid off at your doorstep,” says Mrs. 
Chiaramida. The Chiaramida’s, along with their two 
children, Angel and William, were involved in seven 
weeks of interviews and training sessions. 

Initially, Sandy was brought to the Chiaramida home 
for lunch by her caseworker, Lynda Dyka. Later, Sandy 
spent the night. Compatability was established, and 
Sandy moved in. 

CHD, which is funded by the Department of Mental 
Health, is in constant contact with the family. Once a 
month therms a meeting of foster parents to share sup¬ 
port and advice. 

Ms. Dyka, who works for CHD’s Adolescent 
Response program, meets with Sandy once a week. She 
is available 24 hours a day if Sandy, or the other five 
children in the program, are in need of support. CHD 
also provides relief counseling. A counselor spends ten 
hours a week with the foster child. They go swimming, 
to movies, or to the park. During school vacations, they 
take both day and overnight trips. “We have fun 
together, and look forward to our trips,” Ms. Dyka 
said. 

Sandy has been living with the Chiaramida’s for eight 
months. She is very much a part of the family. She has 
responsibilities around the house and must comply with 
household rules. The three children get along like 
brother and sisters, Mrs. Chiaramida said. 

According to Sandy, who has lived in other foster 
homes, “It’s the best place I’ve ever been.” «
